PARIS, June 25. — The Popular 


front administration has agreed to 
halt further occupation of factories 
by striking workmen, & delegation 
of French Chambers of Commerce 
officers reported today. 
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The Chambers of Commerce rep- 
resentatives said they received as- 
surance from Premier Leon Blum 
that no further manufacturing 
plants would be tied up by “folded 
arms” strikers, whose numbers at 
their height approximated 1,000,- 


000 employes 

The chambers’ demand, the dele- 
gates said, was based on the gen- 
eral accord reached between strik- 
ers and employers which provided 
for evacuation of the plants. 

The Premier’s office declined to 
give official confirmation to the 
report but did not. deny it. Blum 
made “express reserves,” it was 
said, in discussing the labor situa- 
tion with the group. 

Croix de Feu Gets New Lease. 


The Croix de Feu won a new 
“ease of life when the Government, 
announced the Rightist League 
would be permitted to continue as 
a political party on condition it 
drops all semblance of a “private 
militia.” 


The continued existence of Right- 
ist organizations, which the Cabi- 
net ordered dissolved a week ago, 
presumably extended to all four 
leagues but the peace offer was 
made specifically only to the fol 
lowers of Col. Francois de la 
Rocque. 

“If the Croix de Feu constitutes 
itself as a political party, that for- 
mation is perfectly legal,” the Gov- 
ernment announcement said. “The 
Government never . contemplated 
dissolution of any political party.” 

Shrieking whistles from ships in 
Marseilles harbor sounded the vic- 
tory signal for striking sailors who 
raised red flags on the masts of 
their vessels.

Office of Rubber Workers at 
Gadsden Wrecked, Occupants 
Ordered ‘Out of Town.’

GADSDEN, Ala., June 25.—Sev- 


eral hundred persons stormed the 
“organization” office of the United 
Rubber Workers of America here 
today, smashed its furnishings, at- 
tacked several of its occupants and 
ordered them to “get out of town.” 

Spectators estimated more than 
300 men were in the throng which 
gathered suddenly and rushed into 
the building. 

Officers arrived too late to pre- 
vent fights between members of 
the throng and union organizers. 

Most of the headquarters furnish- 
ings was wrecked. 

No arrests were made: 

Police listed the names of those 
beaten, none seriously, as George 
B. Roberts, representative of the 
American Federation of Labor; W. 
W. Thompson, E. L. Gray, John B. 
House, J. C. Leslie, C. S. Holmes 
and E. C. Ludlow. 

Labor leaders opened an “organ- 
ization” drive, aimed principally at 
employes of the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Co. plant here, at a mass 
meeting Saturday. 

S. H. Dalrymple of Akron, O., 
president of the United Rubber 
Workers, asserted he 
beaten at a previous gathering. 

Union leaders announced Monday | 
they were sending additional or- | 
ganizers to Gadsden, in answer to) 
an order they said was given one of | 
their men to get out of town. 

A crowd gathered on a downtown 
corner today and began to move to- | 
ward the union headquarters. A) 
union leader leaned from a window | 
and remonstrated with the men | 
without avail. 

The mob entered the building and 
brought the union men out. Blows 
began to pass. Police arrived be- 
fore the union men were seriously 
hurt, and escorted them to the City 
Hall for protection. Another detail 
of police rushed to the hotel where 
other union organizers had rooms. 
Later all the beleagured men were 
escorted to the hotel.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Fail- 
ure of ground aids to navigation to 
function was blamed today by the 
Senate Air Safety Committee for 
the crash of an airliner near Kirks- 
ville, Mo., on May 6, 1935, which 
brought death to Senator Bronson 
Cutting of New Mexico and four 
others. 

In a report, the committee which 
conducted an investigation of the 
accident said that safe arrival of 
the plane, en route from the West 
to Kansas City, was “dependent 


upon three aids to navigation fur- 
_nished by the Bureau of Aeronaut- 
ics, Department of Commerce: 

“First, dependability of the north- 
east leg of the Kansas City radio 
range; the normal operation of the 
radio station at Kirksville, and 
third, the best efficiency on the 
three rotating light beacons on the 
last 20 miles southwest of Kirks- 
ville.” 
| “All three failed,” 
said. 

The report declared the “north- 
east leg of the radio range was off 
course.” It stated that a Depart- 
ment of Commerce Inspector who 
flew over the area a few days after 
the mishap asserted that he “was 
unable to hear the Kirksville radio 
range at a point about two miles

NEW YORK, June 25.—A dispute

The library, housing millions of 
dollars worth of manuscripts, in- 
cluding Dickens’ autographed “A 
Christmas Carol,” was ordered by 
the Mayor in October, 1934, to be 
placed on the 1935 tax roll. 

The white marble structure next 
door to the J. P. Morgan town house 
in East Thirty-sixth street, togeth- 
er with the land on which it stands, 
was assessed at $1,665,000, which 
would yield the city about $60,000 
in taxes. 

Ten years before, however, the 
library had been declared tax ex- 
empt by legislative act. 

Appealing yesterday to the Su- 
preme Court for a review of the 
findings of the Board of Taxes and 
Assessments, Henry Sturges Mor- 
gan, son of the banker and treas- 
urer of the library, said the institu- 
tion is open without charge “to all 
duly accredited persons, rich or 
poor, scholarly or non-scholarly, 
who can show satisfactory proof 
that they are working or have 
worked in connection with some in- 
stitution of learning.” 

Entrance to the library is ob- 
tained by writing first to the di- 
rector, stating the purpose of the 
visit and presenting letters from 
accredited scholars. Admission to 
occasional exhibitions is by card 
only. 

Justice John L. Walsh granted 
Morgan’s petition, issued a writ re- 
quiring the Assessment Board to 
submit its findings.

PHILADELPHIA, June 25.—The 
Democratic. national convention, 
after being in session only a few 
minutes this afternoon, adjourned 
until 8 o’clock tonight (6 St. Louis 
time), marking time until the re- 
port of the Committee on Rules, 
recommending abrogation of the 
two-thirds rule, was prepared for 

submission. 

The committee voted to recom- 
mend abandonment of the _ two- 
thirds rule for nominations, which 
has been in effect in every Demo- 
cratic national convention for 104 
years, but was delayed in making 
its report because of time required 
to work out a plan for representa- 
tion in the next convention. 

A sub-committee, of which Sena- 
tor Bennett Clark of Missouri is 
chairman, was named to present 
later in the day to the full commit- 
tee a representation plan. This 
sub-committee is considering two 
proposed methods, one to base rep- 
resentation on the vote cast in the 
1936 election, and the other to allot 
each state six delegates in addition 
to two from each congressional dis- 
trict. 

Abrogation Certain. 

The favorable action of the con- 
vention on the report to abrogate 
the old rule is considered certain 
The vote in the committee was 36 
to 13, and it is doubtful that the 
opponents will present a minority 
report. 

The change in the rules. is the 
result of a fight started many 
months ago by Senator Clark, 
whose father, the late Speaker 
Champ Clark, failed of nomination 
for the presidency in 1912 after he 
had the votes of a nrajority of the 
delegates. The change was opposed 
principally by the delegates from 
Southern states, which desired to 
retain the veto power over nomi- 
nations which the two-thirds rule 
gave them.

Robinson Cheered by Convention 
When He Charges Supreme Court 
Slowed Up Nation’s Recover

Implies Anti-New Deal Decisions Will B 
Reversed — Permanent Chairman’s Speech 
Part of the Build-Up for Roosevelt’s Ad-

PHILADELPHIA, June 25.—The 
BWemocratic party’s barrage which 
Senator Barkley began to lay down 
on the Supreme Court at the na- 
tional convention Tuesday night 
was moved forward last night with 
the second major speech of the con- 
vention, and a new battery was 
opened up on the august tribunal. 

Senator Joseph T. Robinson of 
Arkansas, party leader in the Up- 
per House of Congress and the con- 
vention’s permanent chairman, di- 
rected the tactical maneuver before 
15,000 noisy persons who crowded 
the Municipal Auditorium and 
cheered with vigor his sharp indict- 
ment of the court for “slowing up 
national recovery.” 

This phrase was from the new 
guns. Barkley had not charged the 
court with delaying the promised 
return of prosperity. His verbal 
chastisement was for its alleged 
misinterpretation of the Constitu- 
tion. 


Final “Until Reversed.” 

“We recognize that the decisions 
of the Supreme Court, vntil §re- 
versed, are final and we abide by 
them,” said Senator Robinson in 
the most important passage of his 
hour-long address. 

The words, “until reversed,” 
which sounded his keynote, marks 
a position beyond that established 
by Senator Alben W. Barkley of 
Kentucky in his address as tempo- 
rary chairman and makes it quite 
evident that the convention is 
building up to President Roosevelt's 
visit to. Philadelphia Saturday 
night to accept renomination at a 
monster mass meeting in Franklin 
Field, the University of Pennsyl- 
vania’s football stadium. 

That the President will have 
something to say about the Su- 
preme Court and the Constitution 
and the New Deal’s legislative pro- 
gram cannot, of course, be asserted 
as a fact. The build-up, now sub- 
stantially achieved, has put the con- 
vention in a receptive mood for a 
grand finale of drum fire on the 
court. 

Would Need Change in Court. 

Senator Barkley made his key- 
note a call for “a new definition 
and a new interpretation of inter- 
state commerce.” Since Barkley 
did not ask for a constitutional 
amendment, it follows that this re- 
defining, as he proposed it, might 
be done not by the people but by 
the Supreme Court with a changed 
| personnel. 
| Senator Robinson took up the Su- 
'preme Court issue where Senator 
Barkley left off. In introducing 
ithe “until reversed” idea to the at- 
,tack on the Supreme Court, Robin- 
son sought to leave the impression 
that reversals by the court were a 
commonplace. The new interpreta- 
tion of interstate commerce which 
Senator Barkley had called for, 
Senator Robinson said in effect, 
could be obtained without much dif- 


the 


ficulty through reversals by the 
Supreme Court. 

As a matter of fact the Supreme 
Court has about-faced very few 
times in decisions involving the ap- 
proval of acts of Congress pre- 
viously rejected by the court. 
Charles Warren in his monumental 
work, “The Supreme Court in Unit- 
ed States History,” reports that in 
some 75 instances of invalidation 
of acts of Congress by the Supreme 
Court there have been only five 
reversals. Several of these have 
been of minor consequence. The 
only important clear cut case of re- 
versal voiding an act of Congress 
as unconstitutional followed the in- 
validation of the Legal Tender Act 
in 1863 by the Supreme Court in 
1870. Fourteen months later, in 
1871, after the appointment of two 
new Justices by President Grant a 
four-to-three majority against the 
law was converted into a five-to- 
four majority in favor of it. 

Significance of Situation. 

The presentation to the conven- 
tion of the thought that Supreme 
Court reversals on acts of Congress 
are frequent occurences was made 
the more interesting by the fact 
that Senator Robinson, who offered 
it, is among those whom Washing- 
ton observers think may most like- 
ly be called on to fill the next 
vacancy on the court. 

Senator Robinson scored the Su- 
preme Court especially for invali- 
dating the Guffey-Synder Bitumi- 
nous Coal Act and the New York 
statute providing State . regulation 
of minimum wages of women and 
minors in industry. 

“Whatever may be the just basis 
for difference of opinion respecting 
other decisions,” he said, “the bar 
of the United States overwhelming- 
ly repudiates the denial by the Su- 
preme Court of the power in either 
the States or the National Govern- 
ment to regulate maximum hours 
and minimum wages.” 

This sentence, which included 
the words “in either the states or 
the national government” in the 
spoken version of the speech, pro- 
voked applause. 


Calls for Reversal. 

After picturing the plight of 
“the woman worker who exhausts 
her physical energies by toiling ex- 
cessive hours for starvation wages 
in unsanitary sweat shops to sup- 
port herself and her dependent chil- 
dren,” powerless “to secure fair 
and adequate compensation for her 
labor,” Senator Robinson called on 
the Supreme Court to reverse the 
decision in the New York minimum 
wage case “under that due process 
of law clause which has been un- 
justly invoked as its Austification.”

Roosevelt platform, § tentatively 
drafted by a sub-committee, was 
submitted to the Resolutions Com- 
mittee this afternoon, and, after 
formal approval by the committee, 
is scheduled for presentation to the 
convention tonight. 

The draft, as written by the sub- 


committee, does not advocate a cone 
stitutional amendment for the at- 
tainment of the social and economia 
objectives of the New Deal, but, «c- 
cording to Senator David I. Walsh 
of Massachusetts, it does contain a 
paragraph relating to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

The subcommittee was in session 
for eight hours last night and for 
four hours today. Considerable dif- 
ficulty was apparently encountered 
by the drafters in putting on paper 
the general ideas President Roose- 
velt gave to Senator Robert F, 
Wagner, chairman of the Resolu- 
tions Committee, as a guide for 
subcommittee members. 

Wagner Talks to White House. 

The night session was recessed 
at 4:30 a. m. today to enable Wag- 
ner to communicate with the White 
House to ascertain whether the 
tentative draft was acceptable to 
the President. Two subcommittee 
members said their group was hav- 
ing difficulty with a constitution- 
al amendment plank.

Democratic National 
night by Senator Joseph T. Rob- 
inson of Arkansas, follows: 


National campaigns heretofore 
usually have involved sharply de- 
fined issues on which political dis- 
cussions have centered. The prin- 
cipal concern of the recent Re- 
publican convention at Cleveland 
was to reconcile its candidate for 
the Presidency with the declara- 
tions embraced in its platform. 
It was not the first time in our 
history that a nominee, in ad- 
vance of accepting the nomina- 
tion, has placed his interpreta- 
tion on the language employed, 
but it is the first instance in 
which a candidate by keeping si- 
lent on national public questions 
and after maneuvering himself 
into a position assuring his selec- 
tion has indicated a disposition to 
bolt on five or more subjects on 
which. his party had spoken. It 
is also the first case in which the 
Platform Committee and ‘conven- 
tion have anticipated the purpose 
of a prospective nominee to break 
away in a direction opposite to 
their movement by declaring that 
it would constitute a breach of 
public faith and of private honor 


‘ should he fail or refuse to con- 


form to the policies laid down for 
his guidance. 

Republican leaders lately have 
shown tender, if too long delayed, 
appreciation for the platform on 
which the Democrats won the 
election of 1932. 

Their speakers enter this cam- 
paign declaring that we have be- 
trayéed the country by failing to 
carry out ics Tsanilons which at 
first they regarded as repugnant 
but which are now dear to the 
hearts of our opponents. 

The Roosevelt administration 
has faithfully complied with the 
spirit of the. Chicago platform 
promises. If there has been par- 
tial departure as to the letter of 
the planks in that platform relat- 
ing to economy and balancing the 
budget that failure is attributable 
to the constantly changing condi- 
tions and necessities, and to the 
guerilla warfare of the Republican 
army. 


Disastrous Effects. 


~— as 


Because of the policies of ‘theres 
Republican administrations ex- 
tending over a period of 12 years, 
a condition existed March, 1933, 
which cannot be adequately de- 
scribed. Breakdown was threat- 
ened in the government of many 
states as well as in that of the 
nation. Millions of laborers were 
out of work. The spectre of pov- 
erty cast its appalling shadow 
over the land. Credit sources 
were dried up, financial institu- 
tions - were bankrupt; factories 
were closed down; agriculture 
was profitiess; the . savings of 
cities were being swept away; 
business was at a standatill; our 
foreign commerce had almost dis- 
appeared, and hoarding was gen- 
eral. 


These conditions had resulted 
in large part from governmental 
policies, economic isolation, riot- 
ous speculation, promotion of mo- 
nopolies and the contraction of 
credits for the private profits of 
market manipulators. 


You have not forgotten—can 
you. ever forget the gloom, the 
sorrow and the distress which 
clouded the hopes and hampered 
the activities of all of our people? 

President Hoover seemed power- 
less to suggest any method by 
which the engulfing tides of ad- 
versity might be impeded or 
turned back. All he could do, ap- 
parently, was to boast a refracted 
vision which he claimed enabled 
him to see prosperity around 
corners. Having employed the 
army to drive from the Capitol 
thougands of hungry war _ vet- 
erans, he retired to the cloister 
of the White House and indulged 
in crystal gazing to predict the 
quick return of better times 
which never began to return until 
after he had been retired to the 
sun-baked gardens of Palo Alto to 
give place to the new leader of 
the hation, rremne Roosevelt.

Prompt, Dechive Action. | 
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The Deuieeratic leadership rec- | 


Ognized that drastic changes in 
governmental policies were neces- 
sary to bring back courage and 
confidence and to restore finan- 
cial stability 

Feeble and ordinary processes 
had been tried and had failed 
New and decisive methods and 
measures were demianded and re- 
quired. They were necessarily 
formulated with haste. It is not 
surprising that difficulties were 
encountered or that mistakes were 
made. To have awaited then the 
slow work out and execution 
of plans for very would have 
been fatal. No one is wise enough, 
even” with post-vision. to know 
what would have happened if 
extraordinary legislation had not 
been speedily enacted and put 
into effect. 

The banking laws were rev ised; 
wenninne for bank deposits was 


provided; runs on banks were 
stopped, and the national credit 
was employed to prevent bank- 
ruptcy and ruin of banking insti- 
tutions, of railways and of key 
industries. 

For 12 years before March 4, 
1933, Republican administrations 
had grappled with the farm prob- 
lem. The only important measure 
they enacted, the “Farm Market- 
ing Act,” had cost the Federal 
Treasury $500,000,000 and had left 
agriculture in a worse condition. 

Farm Picture Changes. 

The Democratic administration 
created a system for co-ordinat- 
ing production with consumption, 
and for the payment of benefits 
to farmers which quickly restored 
agricultural prices to an approxi- 
mate level with the prices of in- 
dustrial products. Indebtedness 
under which farm homes were be- 
ing foreclosed was refinanced at 
reduced interest rates. Foreclos- 
ures were suspended. Quickly 
there appeared better conditions 
with respect to both agriculture 
and industry. 

With the depreciation of values 
and the unparalleled fall in prices 
following the collapse of mar- 
kets in 1929, small businesses 
were merged into gigantic com- 
binations with monopolistic ten- 
dencies, or were forced into 
bankruptcy. As trade and pur- 
chasing power diminished unem- 
ployment increased, savings were 
exhausted and millions of former- 
ly self-supporting citizens were 
compelled to accept charity. 

When the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration began, local agencies, the 
states, cities and counties, had 
well nigh exhausted their re- 
sources, and charitable organiza- 
tions were unable to meet the 
constantly growing demands upon 
them. 

Hundreds of thousands of young 
men, many of them college or 
high school graduates, were en- 
tering life without prospect. The 
professions were overcrowded, 
and the immediate future held 
little promise for the youth of 
America. 

CCC to the Rescue. 

There was devised the Federal 
Emergency Relief Adminjstra- 
tion, the Civil Conservation Corps 
organization and the Civil Works 
Administration. When the Con- 
servation Corps was first estab- 
lished it was ridiculed as a use- 
less and costly experiment. In 
spite of the contempt of those 
who had stood motionless and 
dumb while the catastrophe was 
approaching, the organization has 
demonstrated its effectiveness for 
keeping deserving young men 
from becoming hoboes, and for 
giving them useful service in the 
construction of highways, the im- 
provement of public parks, build- 
ings and grounds, the reforesta- 
tion of denuded areas and in oth- 
er helpful spheres of labor. Now 
the value of the Emergency Con- 
servation Corps is generally, al- 
most unanimously recognized. 
Former Fresident Hoover vainly 
boasts that he was its originator. 

The Civil Works Administration 
required comprehensive planning. 
It was difficult to find useful em- 
ployment in the neighborhoods 
where the unemployed were lo- 
eated. The consensus of opinion 
is that more than 75 per cent of 
the funds expended through that 
agency was of substantial and 
permanent advantage to the com- 
munities in which the work was 
carried on. 

When the Civil Works Admin- 
istration had served its purpose 
it was found that the ranks of 
the unemployed were constantly 
being augmented by those who in 
the beginning of the depression 
had been able to live upon their 
savings, but who as time  pro- 
gressed were compelled to spend 
their savings 

While many key industries had 
been restored following recovery 
measures to an approximately 
normal state, private agencies 
continued to pursue economical 
methods and to substitute ma- 
chinery for hand labor with the 
result that a comprehensive pro- 
gram of public works became 
necessary and was authorized un- 
der the act of 1935, contemplating 
a nation-wide system of public 
works, some of them consisting 
of permanent structures. 


Reason for WPA. 


In order to take from the dole 
3,500,000 laborers, the Works 
Progress Administration was or- 
ganized and plans were made for 
public works in thousands of com- 
munities in which the employed 
resided. Manifestly, the number 
on the Federal emergency relief 
rolis could not be concentrated in 
the communities where public 
buildings and similar works could 
be located; so that it became nec- 
essary to plan for the employ- 
ment of the majority of them in 
or near the communities where 
they lived. To accomplish this, 
undertakings of a less permanent 
nature than those contemplated 
by the Public Works Administra- 
tion program became indispensa- 
ble. The opposition. have described 
these expenditures as wasteful 
and foolish. 

The theory of the Works Prog- 
ress Administration is that it is 
better to give those who are will- 
ing to labor the opportunity te 
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ent on charity or on Government 
dole. 

There is no more pathetic spec- 
tacle than that of an honest man, 
accustomed to earning a liveli- 
hood for himself and his depend- 
ents, forced to face stravation or 
to accept private or pubiic char- 
ity. If his self-respect is to be 
maintained he should be given op- 
portunity to help himself. That 
is exactly what has been done 
through the works progress pro- 
gram. The greater part of the 
large fund has been and is being 
advantageously used. The issue 
is whether public employment 
shall be abandoned for the dole. 
No one dares advocate that those 
who cannot get work shall be 
permitted to starve. 

National or Local Relief. 

Certainly where the states and 
their subdivisions are able to do 
so they should be expected to 
contribute a fair share to the 
very laudable and so far only 
practicable plan that has been 
offered for solving the one great 
problem incident to the depres- 
sion, namely unemployment. 

The opponents of the_ present 
administration advocate the ab- 
dication by the national Govern- 
ment of control over the admin- 
istration of Federal relief funds. 
They assert that such funds 
should be expended solely by 
local agencies of the states. Their 
contention is that this will elim- 
inate politics and prevent waste 
and corruption. Experience has 
not shown that to be true. 

To require the Federal Govern- 
ment to provide the funds, and to 
relinquish all control over their 
expenditure would be to invite 
competition among the localities 
to secure grants from the Gov- 
ernment which would result in 
demands so great that the na- 
tional credit would be impaired. 

For Its Own Protection. 

With respect to politics, the 
record shows that there have 
been less abuses than under any 
other \plan that has been em- 
ployed. State officers are not 
exempt from political influence. 
Indeed, local pressure on State 
and county officers might prove 
irresistible and overpowering. 

There is no plan conceivable 
under which no waste will occur 
and under which all abuses may 
be prevented. So long as the 
national Government provides the 
major portion of. the sums neces- 
sary for the unemployed, it must, 


for its own protection, and for | 


the protection of those who are 
required to pay the bill, retain 
a liberal measure of supervision 
both as to the purpose and the 
manner of the expenditures. 

The drain on the national Treas- 
ury by reason of extraordinary 
measures, particularly 
those relating to unemployment 
has been great. It must be re- 
duced as soon and as rapidly as 
circumstances permit. Unem- 
ployment assistance cannot be 
abandoned so long as there are 
large groups of American men 
and women unable to find an 
opportunity to earn livelihood. 


ey 


Much will be heard of sound 
money during this campaign. 

When worlg economic  condi- 
tions were approaching their 
worst, Great Britian and many 
other Powers went off the gold 
standard and resorted to what is 
known as “managed turrency.” 
The advantage they thus derived 
in trade end commerce over peo 
ples still dealing under the gold 
standard became manifest. To 
prevent our foreign trade from 
being taken over by competitors, 
and to avoid further contraction 
of credit which threatened, we re- 


duced the gold content of the dol- | 


lar. We did not create an un- 
sound currency. 

Indeed, United States currency 
is the soundest and the best in 
all the world, and we propose to 
keep it so. Had we remained on 
the gold standard while competi- 
tor nations were resorting to man- 
aged currencies we would have 
lost, not only our foreign com- 
merce and have witnessed our 
domestic trade reduced to the 
vanishing point, but the Govern- 
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ment would have been compelled 
to face a demand for monetary 
inflation that would have been 
irresistible. Once the printing 
presses are started turning out 
money you can never hope to stop 
expenditures. or to stabilize val- 
ues until the mania has run its 
course. That has been the ex- 
perience of every nation known 
to history. 
Republicans and Gold. 

The Republican platform adopt- 

ed at Cleveland declares for sound 
money in the language of the 
Democratic platform of 1932. The 
fiercest issue in the committee 
platform at Cleveland was over 
return to the gold standard. The 
committee repudiated the proposi- 
tion and the convention without 
controversy supported the com- 
mittee. 
At the beginning of his speech 
nominating Gov. Landon, Mr. 
Hamilton, the boss of the Cleve- 
land convention, announced that 
the candidate had views of his 
own on the monetary question. 
In his telegram the candidate 
declared that he favored return 
to the gold standard—ctrrency 
convertible into gold. 

It is true that he hedged the 
issue by declaring that the pro- 
posed change should be made 
“when it can be accomplished 
without penalizng our democratic 
economy and without injury to 
producers of agricultural prod- 
ucts.” 

For that declaration, made im- 
mediately before his nomination, 
the Republican candidate for 
President has been proclaimed as 
bold and defiant. 

Landon Evades Issue. 

Almost everyone realizes that 
there can be no return to the 
goki standard under present con- 
ditions without “penalizing our 
democratic economy and without 
injury to producers of agricul- 
tural products.” Gov. Landon did 
not dare advocate an immediate 
return to the gold standard. His 
effort and that of former Presi- 
dent Hoover to have a plank in- 
corporated in the Cleveland plat- 
form was a failure. Candidate 
Landon’'s declaration on the sub- 
ject evades the issue by the use 
of language that clearly shows 
he does not believe it safe and 
practicable to re-establish, at this 
time, a gold standard currency. 

The Cleveland convention did 
an unusual thing. It impliedly 
questioned the good faith of its 
prospective nominee and his will- 
ingness to stand upon the plat- 
form by the last clause in that 
document which is as follows: 

“The acceptance of the nomina- 
tion tendered by this convention 
carries with it as a matter of pri- 
vate honor and public faith an 
undertaking by every candidate 
to be true to the principles and 
program herein set forth.” 

When that language is consid- 
ered in connection with the well 
known fact that in five important 
particulars the platform commit 
tee rejected the views of Gov. 
Landon, it is undeniable that the 
committee was preparing for a 
candidate whom it knew to be 
out of sympathy with the plat- 
form. 


Five Points Rejected. 

That there are five particulars 
in which the candidate was 
turned down by the platform 
committee, the press reports from 
the pen of Mr. William Allen 
White, who constitutes the head 
of the Landon “brain trust,” may 
be cited. 

In a copyrighted article. ema- 
nating from Cleveland on the 
eleventh of June, 1936, Mr. White 
published these five points raised 
by the candidate and rejected by 
the committee and the conven- 
tion. 

What are the five points? 


First (quoted from Mr. White's 
article) — “Landon telephoned 
from Topeka this morning he 
would like to have a declaration 
putting all postoffice employes, 


| including the Postmaster-General, 


under civil service.” Neither the 
committee nor the convention 
would stand for placing Cabinet 
officers under the civil service. 
Second--“He also desired a 
plank curing the Supreme Court 
decision denying to states the 
right to contro! hours of service, 
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expenditures. 


working conditions and wages. 
Landon advocates an amendment 
to the Constitution — his we 
was denied.” 

The committee and the conven- 
tion not only denied his plea but 
adopted declarations that the in- 
tegrity and the authority of the 
Supreme Court have been flaunt- 
ed, and pledged resistance to all 
attempts to impai. the authority 
of the Supreme Court. He also 
advocates the adoption of state 
laws to abolish sweat shops and 
child labor, and to protect women 
and children with respect to max- 
imum hours, minimum wages and 
decent working conditions—which 
is exactly what the Supreme 
Court held in Morehead v. Tipaldo 
the states cannot ¢ . 

Third—The third particular in 
which Mr. William Allen White 
declares that Candidate Landon 
was rebuffed by the committee 
and the convention is with respect 
to the gold standard and a cur- 
rency convertible into gold. Mr. 
White said: “After considerable 
protest he ceased firing on the 
currency.” 

Fourth—Accoring to Mr. White, 
the Kansas delegation (for Gov. 
Landon) offered a plank “looking 
directly to lower tariffs, but un- 
der the protective theory. The 
plank as it stands represents a 
compromise.” 

Fifth—In 1932 the Republicans 
adopted a declaration favoring 
the United States joining the 
World Ceurt and boasted that 
Presidents Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover had urged that course. 
The Cleveland platform pledges 
that the United States shall not 
become a member of the World 
Court. Candidate Landon opposed 
the declaration. Again quoting 
Mr. White: “Gov. Landon over 
the telephone this morning asked 
that the abandonment of the 
World Court be reconsidered, his 
request was almost unanimously 
rejected.” 

This bit of -convention history 
discloses that the platform com- 
mittee in the convention doubted 
whether the candidate would 
carry out the platform and that 
they sought te bind him by the 
unusual charge made in advance 
that if he failed to do so his 
action would constitute a breach 
of private honor and of faith. 


L Tariff 


It has been shown that the 
candidate of the Republican party 
propose a platform declaration in 
favor of reduced rates, which 
was rejected. 

The Cleveland platform  de- 
clares for the repeal of the re- 
ciprocal tariff law, and for an 
embargo on livestock, dairy and 
agricultural products. 


Under the reciprocal tariff law, 
there have been negotiated vari- 
ous trade agreements which have 
had the effect of stimulating our 
foreign commerce without ma- 
terially interfering with our 
domestic trade. To repeal this 
law and impose embargoes will 
virtually mean the end of our 
foreign commerce. American 
ships will rot at their docks, and 
our vessels will disappear from 
the seas. Under the Republican 
policy surpluses will continue to 
pile up in the home market to 
the ruin of American producers. 


The Budget 


The Republican platform de- 
clares for the immediate balanc- 
ing of the budget without ad- 
ditional taxes, by simply reducing 
This suggestion is 
intended to attract taxpayers. 
No one close to the leadership of 
the Republican party regards the 
proposition as practical in the 
immediate future. 

The Roosevelt administration 
has balanced the budget except 
as to extraordinary expenditures 
and the question is whether un- 
employment relief expenditures 
shall be discontinued in order to 
accomplish what we all desire to 
be done as speedily as possible, 
namely, establish complete bal- 
ance between revenues and Gov- 
ernment expenses. 

The last session of the Congress, 
with the approval of the Repub- 
lican members, authorized ap- 
proximately $750,000,000 to be ex- 
pended for flood control, the ex- 
penditure to be spread over a pe- 


. riod of years. 


In addition, there have.been a 
billion and a half dollars appro- 
priated for work relief during the 
fiscal year 1937. These and other 
items keep the budget out of bal- 
ance for the present. To balance 
the budget promptly would be to 
terminate at once all relief. Is 
this desirable? Do the American 
people wish to deny all assistance 
from the national Government to 
workers who are out of employ- 
ment and who cannot secure en- 
gagements from private industry? 


Comparison of Tax. 


A comparison of the income 
tax, the excess profits tax, alco- 
holic liquor and other miscella- 
neous internal revenue, exclusive 
of the agricultural adjustment 
tax, for the first six months of 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1932 with the same months of 
the year ending June 30, 1935, 
shows an increase of almost 100 
per cent. 

During the six months period 
July 1 to Dec, 31, 1935, revenue 
collections were about equal to 
those for the full fiscal year of 
1932. During that year $1,557,- 
000,000 from the sources named 
were collected. During the fiscal 
year 1935, $2,730,000,000 came into 
the Treasury from the same 
sources. 

The Democratic policy contem- 
plates balancing the budget as 
promptly as this can be done 
without permitting citizens who 
cannot secure private employ- 
ment, to experience suffering 
from hunger and cold. This pol- 
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icy we believe to be justified 


from both an economic and a hu- . 


mane standpoint. 

By the quick adoption of ma- 
chines, employment in America 
has been maladjusted. Added to 
this, has been the loss of pur- 
chasing power incident to the de- 
pression and unemployment aris- 
ing because of the reduction of 
business and enterprise. As these 
are revived and restofed, and as 
hours of labor are shortened, the 
necessity for work relief appro- 
priations will diminish and disap- 


pear. 


The Supreme Court 


Decisions of the Supreme Court 
in various cases have had _ the 
effect of slowing up national re- 
covery because they have held in- 
valid the National Recovery Act, 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
the Guffey coal law and some 
other laws intended to prevent 
labor controversies, eliminate un- 
fair competition in trade and in- 
dustry and to secure fair prices 
for agricultural products. In spite 
of these decisions the American 
people are going forward, We 
recognize that the decisions of 
the Supreme Court until reversed 
are final and we abide by them. 
Nevertheless, we do not regard 
the Court above and beyond 
those factors and causes which 
naturally influence the minds of 
human beings. 

The decision in the Guffey Coal 
Act case held that the Federal 
Government has no power to 
prescribe maximum hours and 
minimum wages for workers in 
coal mines because, among other 
things, it constitutes a transgres- 
sion of the rights and functions 
of the states. In the New York 
maximum hours and minimum 
wages case _ recently handed 
down, the majority held that the 
states cannot prescribe maxi- 
mum hours and minimum wages 
on the theory that to do so vio- 


lates the right of contract se- 


cured to our citizens by the Fed- 
eral Constitution. 

Notwithstanding this situation 
the Repubilcan party advocates 
legislation by the _ states, and 
binds its candidate not to seek 
an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution authorizing the Con- 
gress or State Legislatures to 
regulate maximum hours and 
minimum wages for laborers. 

Whatever may be the just basis 
for differences of opinion respect- 
ing other decisions, the bar of 
the United States overwhelmingly 
repudiates the denial by the Su- 
preme Court of the power to regu- 
late maximum hours and mini- 
mum wages. By the decision the 
right of private contract is not 
fortified and strengthened. In a 
practical sense it is weakened and 
destroyed. 

What right of private contract 
is secured by the majority opin- 
ion to the woman who exhausts 
her physical energies by toiling 
excessive hours for starvation 
wages in unsanitary sweatshops 
to support herself and her de- 
pendent children? What power 
has she, unsupported by law, to 
protect her rights and to secure 
fair and adequate compensation 
for her labor? How does this 
decision strengthen freedom or 
glorify justice? 

Oh blind and impartial justice, 
what blunders are committed in 
thy name! Liberty, art thou both 
deaf and dumb? Canst thou not 
behold the pallid faces, the ema- 
ciated forms, the sweating brows, 
the trembling hands of millions 
of women and children workers 
who by the decision are left at 
the mercy of those who have 
neither pity nor charity for the 
oppressed and the poor? 

The decision in Morehead vs. 
Tipaldo should be reversed under 
that due process of law clause 
which has been unjustly invoked 
as its justification. 


That decision itself has an- 
swered the charge of pompous 
plutocrats that Roosevelt and 
his administration seek to un- 
dermine and destroy the Su- 
preme Court. The Republicans, 
in their platform, attack the de- 
cision and half-heartedly advo- 
cate the passage of state laws 
which by the precedent of More- 
head vs. Tipaldo would be of 
doubtful constitutionality. 

The weight of the argument in 
the opinion of lawyers and lay- 
men, it is believed, sustains the 
rather than the major- 
ity opinion. 

Certainly when such Judges as 
Hughes, Justices 
Stone, Brandeis and Cardozo de- 
clare a statute consistent with the 


| fundamental law, and criticise the 


views to the contrary of the 
Judges constituting a majority as 
unsound and subversive, it can- 
not be disloyal or revolutionary 
for citizens who believe that the 
consequences inevitably will be to 
deprive women and children la- 
borers of valid legal protection to 
express their opinion on the sub- 
ject with firmness and emphasis. 
Everyone, including those saga- 
cious politicians who until recently 
sought partisan advantage by 
praising our highest judicial tribu- 
nal for upsetting various features 
of the national recovery program, 
now seeks concurrence in a plan 


| to overcome a decision which, they 
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say, if permitted to 
prove oppressive. 
The Cleveland platform de-

Many Republican members in 
both branches of the Congress 
suggesting no substitute voted for 
the passage of the legislation be- 
cause they, as did Democratic 
members of the Congress, recog- 
nize the extreme and unusual con- 
ditions which made extraordinary 
action imperative. 

This is true of the most impor- 
tant laws held unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court, including the 
National Recovery Act, the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment law and the 
Guffey Coal measure. It would 
be interesting and perhaps sur- 
prising to those who have been 
impressed with the denunciation 


of the measures and policies of | 


the Roosevelt administration by 
the Republican convention to hear 
the names of the prominent Re- 
publican leaders in the Senate and 
in the House of Representatives 
who supported the measures re- 
ferred to and who now find them- 
selves denounced by their own 
convention as intimidators, usurp- 
ers and advocates of tyrannical 
policies. 


National Defense. ] | 


National defense is a subject of 
interest to every citizen loyal to 
our flag and to the institutions 
which it symbolizes. The Repub- 
lican platform on this subject is 
indefinite. It favors an army 
and navy, including air corps, 
adequate for defense. No stand- 
ard is raised as to what consti- 
tutes adequacy. The platform de- 
clares for co-operation with other 
nations in the control of arma- 
ments and in the traffic of arms. 
It is a trite definition without 
definite meaning. Every admin- 
istration since the World War, 
and some of them before that, 
has. offered co-operation with 
rival Powers. for the limitation 
of military and naval arms. 

Just now when international an- 
tagonisms are being stimulated, 
when continents tremble beneath 
the tread of maddened armies 
and when age-long hatreds are 
prompting nations to strife, it is 
impossible to accomplish substan- 
tial reduction in military force 
without sacrifice of national se- 
curity. The Roosevelt adminis- 
tration is building the navy to 
full strength contemplated by the 
Washington and London treaties. 
It is maintaining a well trained 
and efficient army. Our plat- 
form on national defense is writ- 
ten in the record of achievements. 

Another feature of the Cleve- 
land platform which discloses 
how hard its sponsors were driv- 
en to find a popular issue relates 
to the collectien of war debts. 
The country will not be permitted 
to forget that it was the Hoover 
administration which granted 
that moratorium; and that the 
moratorium was construed by the 
debtor nations as an encourage- 
ment to their repudiation of their 
obligations to our Government. 
The blame for this blunder in the 
conduct of international affairs 
must rest chiefly where it be- 
longs, namely, on the sage of 
Palo Alto. 


As a sop to the Senator from 
Idaho, Mr. Borah, the Cleveland 
convention declared, in general 
terms, for the enforcement of 
criminal laws and for the enact- 
ment of additional legislation to 
prevent private monopoly. 

These declarations would be re- 
ceived with more confidence if 
the Harding, Coolidge and Hoo- 
ver administrations had not neg- 
lected the enforcement of crim- 
inal laws and fostered the organi- 
zation of trusts and combinations 
tending to drive all forms of busi- 
ness and industry under the 
domination of monopoly. 

The Democratic administration 
seeks to protect small businesses 
against those great combinations 
which crush them and drive them 
out of existence. 


It has terminated the reign of 
gangsters by destroying the kid- 
naper, the national bank robber 
and the outlaw who seeks refuge 
in .light to other states from the 
place of his crime.

Union to organize Negro labor, «hat 
professional “agitators” entered Ar- 
kansas at “their own risk” and ‘hat 
he would not guarantee their safe- 
ty 


“They had better keep out of 
Arkansas,’ Gov. Futrell said, in his 
suite at Hotel Benjamin Franklin, | 
“because they are not going to do} 
any good there. When a fellow | 
publishes himself as an agitator I | 
don’t propose to furnish him with | 
a bodyguard, any more than I) 
would anyone else.” 

After commenting on the recent 
flogging near Earl, reported by the 
victims, Miss Willie Sue Blagden 
of Memphis, and the Rev. Claude 
C. Williams of Little Rock, he ob- 
served that if “agitators” contin- 
ued to invade that section “they 
had better look out-——there’s some 
bad eggs down there, murder 
might happen.” 

jalls Preacher a Red. 

Gov. Futrell described the Rev. 
Mr. Williams as “a Red of the worst 
type,’ arousing resentment by “as- 
sociating with Negroes,” and Miss 
Blagden as a woman who “pre- 
tends to be a social worker.” Their 
activities in connection with’ plans 
for a “mock funeral” for a Negro 
sharecropper “went a long way,” 
he said. 

‘IT don’t approve of flogging,” 
Gov. Futrell observed, “but I know 
how those things happen.” 

He declared floggings are not so 
frequent in Arkansas as they once 
were but that the citizens would | 
'not tolerate social equality between 
‘the white and Negro races, and that 
‘the planters would protect the Ne- 
'gro, against “exploitation.” 

Investigation of the Earl flog- 
_gings, he said, lies in the hands of 
Crittenden County authorities, who 
‘are not required to act unless they 
| receive official complaints. Empfa- 
| sizing his belief in “home rule,” the 
|Governor pointed out that -the 
county had a jury system to inves- 
tigate such cases. 

“Of course,” he pointed out, “if 
the jury doesn’t indict, there’s noth- 
ing Lean do,” adding that doubtless | 
| there would be an information filed | 
|if any evidence of a flogging was 
furnished to authorities. The Ne- 
gro, Frank Weems, whose mock fu- 
neral was ‘to have been held, and 
whom Sheriff Curlin has stated he 
could produce, “is hiding out,” the 
Governor said. Curlin is also a 
delegate to the convention. 

Recognizes Legal Right. 

The Governor stated that while 
he could not protect “agitators,” he 
recognized the existence of a legal 
right “to come in and persuade 
| people to strike.” He then said he 
would protect that right, but in an- 
pwer to the reporter’s questions as 
to how he would do it, he said he 
‘would “leave it to the local: offi- 
cers.’ The Governor made it clear 
that he could not send troops or 
other assistance unless requested 
/to do so by county authorities. 

As‘ to the strikers, Gov. Futrell 
said there was “no objection” to a 
| Negro striking, but he pointed out 
that a jobless Negro was likely to 
be arrested for stealing meat if 
‘planters found their smokehouse 
| supplies depleted.

TURKED DOWN BY WPA 


Funds Refused for Scenic 
Highway and Recreational 
Area Along River. 


A renewed application for Works 
Progress Administration funds to 
finance construction of a scenic 
highway and _ recreational area 
along the east bank of the Missis- 
sippi north of Alton has been re- 
jected by the WPA regional office 
at Chicago, Fred G. Austin, admin- 
istrator of the East St. Louis dis- 


| 


trict, announced last night. 


$507,444 to construct a _ riverside 
drive 4.2 miles long between Alton 
and Grafton, a boat harbor at Clif- 
ton Terrace and a bathing beach 
at the northeast city limits of 
Alton. The City of Alton, the spon- 
sor, was to contribute $100,000 ad- 
ditional. 

Austin said the application was 
rejected because the financial ar- 
rangements did not conform to 
WPA regulations in that the spon- 
sor’s contribution did not actually 
amount to $100,000. This amount 
represented the theoretical value of 
the required right-of-way the City 
of Alton was to furnish, but since 
the city acquired the land at a 
trifling cost, the actual contribu- 
tion was negligible, Austin said. 

Under regulations laid down 
within the last week, Austin said, 
the City of Alton, if it wishes to 
revive the project, must contribute 
either 21.8 per cent cf construction 
costs, if it is classified as a high- 
way, or 11.3 per cent if it is recre- 
ational. Under these classifications, 
the sponsor’s share would be $110,- 
000 and $57,400, respectively, made 
in- cash payments toward construc- 
tion costs. 


Austin said the Alton Board of 
Aldermen would have to take the 
initiative in filing a third applica- 
tion for funds. -He said he had no 
further interest in promoting the 
undertaking because the East St. 
Louis district had more than filled 
its employment quota. He predict- 
ed the project would likely be al- 
lowed to die because of the reluc- 
tance of Alton to spend any local 
funds, particularly for building a 
highway outside the city limits. 


The project has pursued a tor- 
tuous course since its inception last 
February. It was begun as a $2,- 
793,133 job, calling for construction 
of a 16-mile highway from Alton 
to Grafton, a boat harbor, 700 acres

Later it was abandoned 
under original plans when it was 
learned that heavy machinery would 
have to be used in place of the 
4800 unskilled laborers from relief 
rolls called for in specifications.

| The divorce suit of Mrs. Helen 
‘Liebmann, former model and beauty 
|shop employe, against Dr. Jay 
'Liebmann, and Dr. Liebmann's 
‘eross-bill were taken under advise- 
iment. by Circuit. Judge Mueller at 
‘Clayton today at the conclusion of 
‘Dr. Liebmann’s testimony. The 
‘court also has under advisement 
'a motion of Mrs. Liebmann to dis- 
'miss the physician's cross-bill. 

In his testimony today, Dr. Lieb- 
mann said he had no tangible as- 
sets and owed $2500 on current 
bills, in addition to $14,000 still un- 
paid on the residence at 7440 Som- 
erset avenue occupied by his wife. 
He said that he had been “very 
much in love” with his wife, but 
that was changed by the divorce 
suit and a $100,000 damage suit 
which she filed against Mrs. Maude 
Lepman of Chicago on a charge of 
alienating his affections, and by 
“constant spying on me in my of- 
However, he said, he still 
retained “a certain affection” . fur 
his wife. 

He said he gave her between $75 
and $100 a week when she was in 
East Orange, N. J., where he made 
his home, in 1931, before’ their 
marriage. Confronted with nine 
checks totaling $1515 signed by her 
and made payable to him during 
1930 and 1931, he said she had re- 
turned some of the money he gave 
her. 

Dr. Liebmann denied there was 
anything improper in his relations 
with Mrs. Lepman. In presenting 
her case, Mrs. Liebmann introduced 
evidence of her investigations of 
her husband’s trips out of town, 
which she said she was convinced 
were not for professional purposes. 

Acquaintance of Family. 

Dr. Liebmann testified he had 
known Mrs. Lepman’s family for 
many years, having been her moth- 
er’s physician, and that he saw her 
only twice after his marriage to his 
present wife in 1931. Before their 
marriage, Dr. and Mrs. Liebmann 
each had been married and di- 
vorced twice. 

On one occasion, he said, he went 
to a football game in Chicago with 
Mrs. Lepman, her husband and a 
third man, a St. Louisan. The other 
time, he said, was when he went to 
Chicago in November, 1934, at Lep- 
man’s request to be present during 
an operation on Mrs. Lepman. 

In response to further questions 
he acknowledged he had not told 
his wife of this visit until after his 
return, explaining he had learned 
she had consulted an attorney 
about a divorce and he had no de- 
sire to excite her further. Asked 
whether he had told his wife he no 
longer loved her and wanted her 
to get a divorge, he said he might 
have done so in his anger on learn- 
ing she had consulted a lawyer. 
Denies Writing “Dearest” Letter. 

Dr. Liebmann denied having writ- 
ten a letter addressed to “Dearest”’ 
in Chicago in the autumn of 1934. 
A photographic copy of the letter 
was introduced in evidence yester- 
day by Mrs. Liebmann, after an in- 
vestigator employed by her attor- 
ney testified he had received the 
original from Dr. Liebmann’s pri- 
vate secretary, steamed open the 
envelope and had the contents pho- 
tographed. 

The envelope was addressed to a 
woman in Chicago, who, according 
to Mrs. Liebmann, was Mrs. Lep- 
man’s maid. Mrs. Liebmann con- 
tended the maid was to turn it over 
to Mrs. Lepman. 

The letter referred to the writer’s 
recent visit in Chicago, and said, 
“Thanks, darling, for a wonderful 
time.” It concluded, “Well, darling, 
no other news—write me care of 
w-——” in St. Louis, “as Iam always 
thinking of you.” The signature 
was Y. O., letters which Mrs. Lieb- 
mann had said her husband used 
when writing her, to mean “Your 
own.” 

As to his financial circumstances, 
Dr. Liebmann said his gross 
monthly income was somewhere be- 
tween $125 and $150 a month, and 
that he was trying to make a 
“comeback” in private practice after 
his insurance practice had been

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INTERCITY RADIO CODE 
STATION FOR ST. LOUIS 


Police Department to Join 
Chain of 30 Such Centers 
on July 1. 


A radio station for intercity com- 
munication of police news by code 
has been completed at Police Head- 
quarters and will become a link in 
a chain of 30 such stations througb- 
out the United States on July 1. 

The St. Louis station, for which 


call letters have not yet been as- 
signed, will transmit and receive 
through the Police Departments of 
Indianapolis, Ind., Little Rock, Ark., 
Kansas City, Mo., and Davenport, 
Ia. Messages can be relayed from 
coast to coast and from border to 
border. The radio system also is 
used in conjunction with commer- 
cial telegraph to reach intermediate 
points. 

The local equipment consists of 
a transmitter and four receivers, 
the latter constantly tuned in on 
the four neighbor stations. Tests 
of the 750-watt apparatus showed 
clear reception on the East coast, 
at New Orleans, La., and distant 
points West and North. The equip- 
ment was designed, assembled and 
installed by Detective-Sergeant 
Everett Fisher, department radio 
expert, and his assistants at an, 
outlay of $500. Fisher estimated 
that to purchase and install the 
station commercially would have 
cost more than $2000. 

Four licensed radio operators 
will be in charge of the transmis- 
sion and reception of the messages. 
The addition of the code station 
makes it unnecessary to resort to 
voice radio, available to criminals 
as well as to law enforcement agen- 
cies, in intercity communication of 
police news.

RULING 10 BE APPEALED 


St. Louis Opponents of Project 
to Go to Higher Federal 
Court. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—An ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court of Appeals 
of the District of Columbia was the 
recourse by which opponents of the 
St. Louis river front Jefferson memo- 
rial today hoped to prevent the car- 
rying out of the $9,000,000 Federal 
and city plan as the first step in 
a project, ultimate cost of which is 
expected to be $30,000,000. 

Denial of an injunction against 
the project yesterday by Justice Jo- 
seph W. Cox of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court did not, as 
was erroneously stated in a press 
dispatch in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, remove all legal obstacles to 
the beginning of the work. If the 
Court of Appeals, which is a higher 
court than the District Supreme 
Court, grants a restraining order

In denying the preliminary 
injunction Justice Cox declared 
the Government was “clearly within 
its power” in preserving historic 
sites on and adjoining the banks 
of the Mississippi River.

Attack on Relief Act. 

Robertson and Edmund M. To- 
land, Washington counsel for the 
plaintiffs, contended the emergency 
relief act of 1935, under which 
President Roosevelt allocated the 
Government’s share of the cost, was 
unconstitutional. 

Robertson and Toland based their 
arguments on several court deci- 
sions, particularly a recent one by 
the District Court of Appeals which 
they contended held the entire act 
unconstitutional. 

R. F. Boyd and Alger Hiss of the 
Department of Justice, argued, 
however, that the Appeals Court 
was “careful to restrict itself” to 
the housing features of the act. 

Robertson contended Congress 
alone had the right to appropriate 
and that if it could delegate the 
power to the President it “could 
delegate it to anyone, whether or 
not connected with the Govern- 
ment.” 

“Tt would be just as valid to ap- 
propriate the money to some dic- 
tator not connected with the Gov- 
ernment,” he said. 

Asserting the recent Court of Ap- 
peals decision did not apply in the 
memorial case, Justice Cox said the 
court should not act unless it was 
“exceedingly clear and plain the 
plaintiffs were to suffer serious 
loss.” He also said there was much 
doubt about the right of the plain- 
tiffs to maintain the suit, since the 
‘Government had not consented to 
‘being sued.

In a brief statement to the court, 
Edgar H. Wayman, City Counselor 
of St. Louis, called the suit a “back- 
handed method” to enjoin the city.

First National Co. Officer Ex- 
plains His Course on De- 
faulted Securities. 


Testimony was concluded yester- 
day in a hearing before an exam- 
iner for the Federal Securities and 
Exchange Commission on plans 
submitted to the commission by a 
bondholders’ committee for reorgan- 
ization of a Jacksonville (Fla.) of- 
fice building on which $355,000 of 
first mortgage bonds, marketed by 
the First National Co. of St. Louis, 
are in default, 

The hearing, which opened Tues- 


day in the New Federal Building 
before Examiner Henry Fitts of 
Chicago, was an investigation to 
determine whether all steps lead- 
ing to the proposed reorganization 
had been told in the committee’s 
application to the commission. The 
Jacksonville property was the Hil- 
debrandt Building, the bonds on 
which have been in default since 
May, 1933. 

A principal point of the Govern- 
ment’s inquiry was to learn why 
the First National Co. which 
bought $40,000 of the matured and 
defaulted bonds in 1930, did not 
bring suit to collect interest and 
principal of the bonds as guaran- 
teed by a Jacksonville lawyer and 
hotel owner, Robert Kloeppel. In- 
terest and principal payments were 
not made to the company after 
1932. 

Made Guarantee in Letter. 

Kloeppel, brother-in-law of Wil- 
liam J. Hildebrandt, also of Jack- 
sonville, owne~ of the Hildebrandt 
Building, made the guarantee in a 
letter to the First National Co., 
July 7, 1930. He is owner of the 
George Washington Hotel in Jack- 
sonville on which $650,000 in bonds 
were marketed also by the First 
National Co. 

W. C. Collins, vice-president of 
the First National Co. and chair- 
man of the committee of bond- 
holders on the Hildebrandt prop- 


erty, in testimony yesterday, said 


he opposed suit to enforce Kloep- 
pel’s guarantee because he “was 
not very sanguine of success” in 
collecting a judgment against the 
hotel operator. He said suit was 
threatened merely to force Kloep- 
pel’s hand in settlement. 

As has been told,-H2ury T. Fer- 
riss, presideht*of the First National 
Co., questioned Tuesday by E. 
Forrest Tancer, trial attorney for 
SEC, denied the company had 
tried to influence the committee 
against suing Kloeppel because 
Kloeppel was a large debtor of the 
company. 

Hotel Title Held Jointly. 

Collins said his impression that 
a judgment against Kloeppel would 
not prove collectible was strength- 
ened when examination of the ti- 
tle to the George Washington Hotel 
disclosed that the property was 
held jointly by Kloeppel and his 
wife. The guarantee probably would 
not have been accepted by the 
company if that fact had - been 
known, he said. 

The reorganization plan submitted 
to the SEC provided that the bond- 
holders’ committee should receive 
the bonds for deposit, and that the 
interest charges should be reduced 
from the original 6 per cent to 3 
per cent for the first two years, and 
4 per cent thereafter until the bonds 
should mature in 1945, 10 years aft- 
er the maturity of the original 
bonds. 

Collins, questioned by Harry W. 
Kroeger, attorney for the bondhold- 
ers’ committee, said he believed the 
committee’s statements to the SEC 
were perfectly complete and with- 
held nothing.

GENEVA, June 24.—An impetus 
toward revival of world agriculture 
and world trade may be created by 
turning the spotlight of research 
and publicity on the ‘world-wide 


problem of undernourishment, says 
the mixed committee on nutrition 
which, after meeting here under 
the chairmanship of Lord Astor, 
has adopted a sereis of recom- 
mendations, to be submitted to the 
League of Nations Assembly. 

The new age of machinery, ca- 
pable of producing immense quan- 
tities of food stuffs, has in fact 
never produced enough, Lord Astor 
said in his comments on the recom- 
mendations. 

“Far from being an excess of 
production,” he asserted, “there is 
a very considerable under-consump- 
tion of many agricultural products. 
If, then, we are to fulfill our duty 
toward mankind and give to all the | 
utmost opportunity to develop the 
gifts gf their inheritance, a way 
has to be found of making avail- 
able in sufficient quantities the 
right foods to those people who at 
present for reasons of poverty, ig- 
norance, economic depression or 
other causes are not consuming 
health-maintaining diets. 

“In particular, people need more 
of the so-called ‘protective’ foods, 
such as milk, vegetables, fruit, po- 
tatoes and meat.” 

In its list of recommendations 
the committee urges Governments 
to encourage and support in every 
possible way the scientific study of 
nutrition problems.

Virtually Assured of Candidacy 
for Presidency After His 
Keynote Address. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 25. — Earl 
Browder, a former Kansas book- 
keeper, appeared in control of the 
Communist party today and was 
virtually assured of its nomination 
for the presidency. 

Browder, since 1930 general sec- 
retary of the party, to all intents 
and purposes assumedits leadership 
after its ninth annual convention 
tumultuously approved his keynote 
address yesterday. Browder called 
for determined participation in the 
presidential campaign and an un- 
relenting fight on both major parm 
ties. 

The Republicans, he said, must be 
stopped at all costs as the chief 
exponents of Fascism. The Demo- 
crats, he added, must be attacked 
all along the line to force the New 
Deal as far as possible to the left, 

“To support Roosevelt,” he said, 
“is to invite his further reaction, 
He fights reaction only to the de 
gree necessary to hold the left.” 

His own chances for election, 
Browder admitted, were negligible, 
but he expressed the belief that 
his party, with a membership of 
30,000, could play an important part 
in the 1936 campaign. 

Browder devoted his attention to- 
day with William Z. Foster. chalt- 
man of the party and thrice its 
leader in presidential campaigns to 
drafting the platform which will be 
presented at a mass meeting Sun- 
day afternoon in Madison Square 
Garden.

SENATOR ROBINSON’S SPEECH. 
Senator Robinson, in his speech as permanent 
chairman of the Democratic national convention, 
undertook to debunk the Republican platform. It 
offered him a shining target. Obviously an attempt 
indeed, irreconcilable,

The 
paragraph had been generally construed as a rebuke 


|| to Mr. Roosevelt for violation of his own 1932 plat- 


form, after accepting it “100 per cent.” 


|| Regardless of which version is correct, Gov. Lan- 


don, prior to his nomination, safeguarded his private 
honor by telling the convention how, if elected, he 
would construe certain of the platform planks, There 
are plenty of precedents for his action. Alton B. 
Parker, Democratic candidate in 1904, notified the 
convention, after he had been nominated, that he 
was committed to the gold standard. There had been 
a sharp fight in the Resolutions Committee on the 
subject, and the platform itself said nothing about it. 

In two respects, Woodrow Wilson violated his 1912 
The platform 
' bound him to favor a constitutional amendment mak- 
ing the President ineligible for a second ‘erm. Mr. 
Wilson condemned the plank as arbitrary and unsat- 
isfactory. Despite a plank indorsing the exemption 
of coastwise shipping from Panama Canal tolls, Mr. 
Wilson induced Congress to impose tolls on such 
shipping, on the ground that exemption was in vio- 
lation of treaties. 

As candidate for President in 1916, Charles Evans 
Hughes came out for the equal suffrage amendment, 
which his platform had rejected. In 1928, Al Smith, 
after his nomination at Houston, told the convention 
that he was opposed to the dry laws, although the 
platform pledged an honest effort to enforce them. 

Surely, no candidate need feel bound by pledges 
repugnant to him when he puts himself on record as 
Gov. Landon did. 

Senator Robinson shows to better advantage when 
he attacks the Republican platform for its promise 
to balance the budget—impliedly in the immediate 
future—without additional taxes. The difficulties in 
the way of such an outcome are enormous and are 
well known to Republican leaders. 

In dealing with the tariff and the monopoly issue, 
Senator Robinson is likewise on solid ground. The 
Republican platform-makers, in our opinion, permit- 
ted the party’s traditional high-tariff policy to blind 
them to the exigencies and subtleties of the present 
world trade situation. Cordell Hull’s work with re- 
ciprocal tariffs cannot yet be finally judged, but it 
is apparently having a salutary effect. The monopoly 
plank, a concession to Senator Borah, offered Sen- 
ator Robinson a major opportunity to question the 
G. O. P.’s sincerity, but he contented himself with 
routine comment. 


Altogether, his analysis of the Republican platform 
fell far short of the possibilities. Perhaps the ex- 
planation is that platforms are a subject upon which 
the Democrats themselves are particularly vulner- 
able. Mr. Roosevelt’s departure from the 1932 plat- 
form is certain to be one of the major talking points 
of Republican orators during the campaign. Sen- 
ator Robinson's attempt to justify it by citing “con- 
stantly changing conditions and necessities’ and “the 
guerrilla warfare of the Republican army” fails to 
meet the issue. 

It is true conditions on March 4, 1933, demanded 
extraordinary action until the banking emergency 
could be solved. But it is also true that the Demo- 
-eratic platform was written in the summer of 1932, 
when the country had been in the grip of the de- 
pression for over two and a half years. The party’s 
pledges were written with full knowledge of most of 


the conditions which the President later attacked by 
methods wholly outside the platform.

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THE FIRST HURDLE. 

The first important hurdle for the movement to 
revolutionize Missouri's conservation policies has 
been surmounted. Sufficient signatures have been 
ovtained on petitions to assure the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment a place on the ballot next Novem- 
ber. The amendment would create a non-partisan 
conservation commission, to have complete charge 
of all wild life resources in the State. 

We believe there is little doubt of the amend- 
in the general election, provided 
that its significance is brought home to the voters. 
It is of interest not only to hunters and fishermen, 
but to all persons who would like to see Missouri's 
woods, fields and streams once again teeming with 
wild life. 

Missouri has arrived at the point where only a 
vestige of its once abundant wild life remains. Dras- 
tic steps must be taken to restore it. This cannot 
be done under the present system, which ig operat- 
ing with insufficient revenues (largely because of 
the diversion of game and fish license fees to other 
purposes than conservation) and with administra- 
tive control that changes frequently. 

Success of the amendment would mean: 

1. Continuing control under expert management. 

2: The use of game and fish license fees for no 
other purpose than conservation, 

We recently cited the marvelous comeback of Penn- 
sylvania under such a system as the amendment 
would make it possible to set up in Missouri.

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HOW THE UNIONISTS DID IT. 

The Coughlin-Lemke third party may not loom 
prominently in the campaign, but it already has 
performed one useful function in showing the Demo- 
crats how a political organization’s business might 
be transacted. The original setup was very similar. 
The candidates of both parties were decided upon 
in advance. The platforms of both were prepared 
ahead of time. Father Coughlin had been delivering 
keynote speeches for the Union party for months, 
just as administration spokesmen have been doing 
for the Democrats. 

Under these circumstances, the Unionists’ tactics 
were much better suited to the public convenience. 
They simply announced their candidates,’ without 
five preliminary days of oratory, band music and 
marching, After a little preliminary mystery, but 
without hiring a hall or monopolizing the radio net- 
works, the platform emerged from Mr. Lemke’s 
pocket. No roll calls, no perspiring delegates, no 
banners, no souvenirs, no hotel] bills. It took about 
10 minutes for the Unionists to tell where they stood 
and whom they backed; the Democrats have been 
laboring at it since Tuesday morning and haven't 
come to the point yet. 

When only foregone conclusions are on the agenda, 
the Unionist method does seem the more sensible. 
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PRESERVE OUR HISTORICAL SPOTS. 

St. Louis should act on the suggestion made by 
Jesse P. Henry, in a Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 
sketch, for establishment of a Mayor’s commission to 
preserve systematically the structural historical 
treasures of St. Louis.

billet, tavern, jail and restaurant. 

Other places which come to mind are those in- 
cluded in the recent Historic American Buildings 
Survey, which perpetuated the designs but did noth- 
ing toward preserving the structures—the house 
where U. S. Grant and Julia Dent were married: the 
old Courthouse, so far poorly maintained by the city 
but due to be renovated to some extent; St. Mary 
of Victory Church, the Old Cathedral, the country 
house of Henry Shaw, the 1824 home of Capt. Chal- 
mers D. Blossom. It so happens that there already 
is some definite form of responsibility for all these 
places except the Grant-Dent house, but a central- 
ized inspiration is needed. 

Any informed St. Louisan can think of other such 
places worthy of perpetuation.

A Bill of Rights for Russia 


After 18 years of being taught in a hard school, Russian people now are promised 
individual rights and privileges enjoyed in democratic lands; terms of new con- 
stitution are those of a liberal, progressive government, writer says; effect will 
depend, however, on how these broad changes are interpreted and administered.

been evident that Josef Stalin, Russia’s 

strong man, was gradually preparing 
the country for important constitutional 
changes. Step by step, he has moved 
toward a more liberal standard alike in 
government and in living conditions. 

Much of the original Bolshevist doctrine 
and practice has gone overboard, never to 
return. It had apparently served its pur- 
pose, and further movement along the 
lines of compulsion, terrorism and stand- 
ardization were seemingly regarded as not 
unlikely to prove both hazardous and 
reactionary. 

The Russian people have been taught in 
a hard, severe school; but today, 18 years 
after the revolution, their leader considers 
that they have come of age as a nation, 
and signalizes that event by handing them 
what they will undoubtedly regard as a 
new bill of rights. 

When the provisions of this new consti- 
{ution are cOmpared with those of the old 
one, not even the most hardened skeptic can 
deny that they do offer some astonishingly 
liberal guarantees which hitherto have been 
conspicuously absent from the administra- 
tion of the people by the Bolshevists, 

There is to be a Parliament of two 
houses, the Chamber to be elected by the 
people at large by secret ballot, thus vest- 
ing supreme power in the people as repre- 
sented by their elected delegates. All citi- 
zens, male and female, are to have the 
right to vote and to run for office, wholly 
“regardless of race, nationality, faith, edu- 
cation, abode, origin, property status or 
past activities.” This is in essence a general 
amnesty wiping out all political prejudices 
of the past. 

There is to be absolute guarantee of 
freedom of speech and of the press—two 
privileges that have been greatly limited 
in the past. Inviolability of domicile is also 
guaranteed. In future, no arrests are to 
be made save upon warrants issuing from 
prosecutors or courts. 

The higher judiciary is to be elected in- 
directly, not nominated, as in the past. The 
People’s Court Judges will be directly 
elected. Thus the dreaded Ogpu will pass 


F vee some considerable time past, it has 


out of existence entirely, since its activities 
were greatly curtailed by the moderating 
order issued last year, and now will be 
replaced by the constitutional form of 
arrest, followed under most liberal regimes 
elsewhere. 

The secrecy of mails is to be respected. 
There is to be provision for referendum 
and recall. There will be free education 
for all, complete separation of church and 
state and church and schools, and absolute 
freedom of conscience, with the right to 
practice religion or engage in anti-religious 
propaganda. And each individual republic 
within the U. S. S. R. will reserve to itself 
the right to withdraw from the Union. 

These changes are vital. They give 
promise of the establishment in Russia of 
a much more liberal government along 
progressive lines. 

It would be a grave mistake, however, 
to imagine that the changes planned indi- 
cate any departure by Stalin and his asso- 
ciates from the general principles of 
Marxian Socialism. Those are regarded as 
basic. The Communist party is held to be 
“the foremost association of toilers in their 
struggle for social order.” The election of 
a two-chamber government does not mean 
that the party system of government will 
be introduced. In actual practice, it is 
clear, the single party will still be the 
system followed. 

In the final analysis, however, everything 
depends upon the manner in which the 
provisions of the new constitution are 
interpreted. There will be those who will 
believe they can still perceive the relentless 
iron hand of dictatorship—velvet-gloved. 

But so far, Josef Stalin has shown him- 
self to be a man of statesmanlike caliber, 
whose vision seeks to penetrate far into 
the future and who is genuinely anxious 
to lead his people forward. He has already 
effected some highly important changes in 
their standards and mode of living, in hous- 
ing, in food, clothing, amusements and 
other social amenities. 

If he can fulfill the great promise of real 
freedom the new constitution seems to hold, 
then he will indeed have deserved wel] of 
all Russia.

Whether we have a Farmer-Labor 
party or only an optical illusion in its place 
is a matter of some doubt, but there may be 
a party there, too. In every election in re 
cent years, each of these has outpromised 
either major party, and most of them have 
outpromised both. 

Yet people go right on being Democrats 
and Republicans, regardiess of four-dimen- 
sional promises by minor parties. It is dis- 
couraging for those who start such parties, 
for if people will not respond to promises, 
what else is there to offer them?

tee for Industrial Organization, the steel 
workers’ union has indorsed the position 
taken by John L. Lewis in his fight to se 
cure greater recognition for the principle of 
industrial unionism, 

It has long been evident to unprejudiced 
observers that if the issues raised by Mr. 
Lewis are not squarely faced by the A. F. 
of L., a new organization, better adapted to 
the requirements of modern industry, might 
be anticipated. If the ambitious and ener- 
getic head of the United Mine Workers had 
not led the fight for industrial unionism, 
someone else would have. In other words, 
the conflict ig not a battle between indl- 
viduals, but a clash of issues. 

By this time, the leading spirits in the A. 
| F. of L. should understand that they cannot 
|check a movement that has its origin in 
-economic conditions, not in personal ambi- 
tion or political wire-pulling on the part of 
a seditious minority. They can either ac- 
cept the inevitable or else forego extension 
of their organizing activities to the mass 
production industries, like steel, which offer 
such inviting opportunities for the spread 
of unionism on the basis of industry rather 
than craft. 

The foundation for future work has al 
ready been laid in the organization of com- 
pany unions, following industrial rather 
than craft lines. It is somewhat surprising, 
indeed, that employers in the steel industry, 
who have offered such stubborn opposition 
to the spread of trade unions, have them- 
selves fostered a type of organization that 
can easily be converted into a powerful col 
lective bargaining agency.

the less significant that so good 
a politician as Mr. Roosevelt should 
be thinking that the drift of opin- 
ion is in that direction. 

Take these moves in conjunction 
with the fact that the decision has 
almost certainly been made not to 
ask a constitutional amendment 
which would permit the establish- 
ment of a collectivist system, and 
it may be said, I think, that the 
march toward an authoritarian 
regime has at least been checked. 
that the cause of liberalism is not 
yet lost. 

My impression is that these 
Democrats here are far more deep- 
ly opposed to the arbitrary power 
of private corporate wealth than 
they are interested in setting up 
an elaborate state socialism. In so 
far as they accept the idea of 
state socialism, it is because they 
are partly convinced that it is the 
only answer to private monopolis- 
tic power, that only by the collec- 
tivist method can the farmer, the 
wage-earner, and the small busi- 
ness man be protected from and 
compensated for the power and in- 
fluence of big business. These 
Democrats are really typical pro- 
gressives in the line of those who 
throughout American history have 
rebelled against the concentrated 
force of private interests. And the 
reason they are more or less 
willing to try the method of state 
collectivism is that they are afraid 
that the older American progress- 
ivism will no longer work. But 
my guess is that they shrink, both 
as progressives and as old line 
Democrats, from the implications 
of state collectivism. 

I feel reasonably certain that the 
great majority here still prefer that 
old progressivism which seems to 
dissolve concentrated private pow- 
er rather than to accept it and then 
to manage it with the greater pow- 
er of a centralized government. 

I would be willing to wager, for 
example, that the stronger and 
more convincing is the anti-monop- 
oly plank, the better they will like 
it. Yet if they are collectivists, 
they would regard such a plank 
as suitable to the horse-and-buggy 
era. I would be willing tu wager, 
too, that this convention would like 
nothing better than to go to the 
country saying that the Republican 
plank on monopoly is ineffective, 
more a matter of lip service than 
of conviction, and that the Demo- 
crats alone really have the cour- 
age to attack monopoly. 

An estimate of the drift of opin- 
ion in a great gathering of men 
can have no exact and _ reliable 
basis. I think that what I have 
tried to indicate is true. But that

“to come out of smoke” when sum- 
mer comes. 

Most of our cured meat is pork— 
ham, shoulder butt, bacon, Canadi- 
an bacon, salt pork, and some sau- 
sages. But we have corned beef 
and dried beef, and various sau- 
sages that are made of beef and 
pork. Lamb and mutton are some- 
times cured, but have never be- 
come popular. 

The two most common curing 
processes are “sweet pickling” and 
dry-salting. For sweet pickling 
the meat is put in brine which con- 
tains sugar, and is kept there for 
a period of about four days to the 
pound of meat, or 60 days for a 
15-pound ham. The brine pre- 
serves, and the sugar, along with 
changes developed in the meat it- 
self, gives flavor. Usually a little 
saltpeter is added to keep the red 
color: The dry-salt method is to 
rub salt and molasses, or salt and 
sugar sirup, and a. little saltpeter 
into the syrfaces of the meat and 
pack the pieces away. For this 
cure only about two days to the 
pound of meat is necessary.

‘anywhere in Virginia, Maryland, 
Kentucky, North Carolina and the 
‘South generally; hams cured the 
‘Smithfield way are to be had un- 
der the name, usually, of “old 
ham.” 

Pork shoulders, bacon, corned beef 
and dried beef are all cured and 
smoked in much the same way as 
the “sugar-cured” ham. Salt pork, 
however, is dry salted and is not 
smoked. And dried beef is dried 
in addition to the curing and 
smoking. Smoked sausage is only 
lightly cured and lightly smoked, 
and should be kept in a refrigerator 
until used. Some of the “summer 
sausages” which are dried after 
curing will keep for a long time in 
a cool, dry place. 


Fresh or cured, however, pork 
must always be cooked—and cooked 
thoroughly. Corned beef, too, is 
cooked, though dried beef often is 
not. And in all cases, says the Bu- 
reau of Home Economics of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, the cooking of cured meat 
is subject to the same general rule 
that governs the cooking of all meat 
and all other protein foods. Cook 
slowly. Otherwise the meat shrinks 
too much and gets hard and tough. 

But there are certain other re- 
quirements in the cooking of cured 
meat—ham, for example. Usually 
ham that is to be baked should be 
soaked beforehand, or else par- 
boiled, to get rid of the too-salty 
taste. 

OILED HAM, properly cooked, 
Browever. never is actually boiled. 

It is simmered, in water fully to 
cover it all the time, and with the 
lid partly on the kettle. The water 
should never reach the boiling point, 
Let it simmer for 25 or 30 minutes 
to the pound of ham, or until the 
meat is tender, says the Bureau of 
Home Economics. And cool the 
ham in the liquor. 

To bake ham, use the same rule 
of slow cooking. First, however, 
soak the ham overnight. In the 
morning wipe it dry, and place it, 
rind-side up, on a rack in an open 
pan—no water, and no cover. Keep 
the oven low (260 degrees Fahren- 
heit). Baking as well as “boiling” 
requires 25 to 30 minutes per pound 
for a whole ham. For half hams, 
proportionately more time is neces- 
sary. Shank ends usually require 
from 40 to 45 minutes per pound, 
and butts from 45 to 55 minutes per 
pound to bake when the oven tem- 
perature is 260 degrees Fahrenheit. 

The final touches give a baked 
ham an unusually tempting appear- 
| ance. When the ham is done take 
the rind off and spread over the fat 
surface a mixture of brown sugar

MEAT FOR SUMMER 


Has No Heat-Producing Fat 
and Contains Essential Pro- 
teins and Minerals. 


Summer meals are apt to “go 
cold”—stressing cold salads, an oc- 
casional cold platter, vegetables 
and lots of cold drinks. Now is a 
good time to check up on the fam- 
ily menus and be sufe that these 


cool meals are not lacking in the 
essential proteins and minerals that 
meats supply in such abundance. 

The iron, phosphorus, the com- 
plete proteins, the vitamins are par- 
ticularly concentrated in liver. And 
since liver is a completely lean 
meat, with no heat producing fat, 
it makes a doubly desirable choice 
for balancing the summer diet. Plan 
to include a liver dish approxi- 
mately once a week to insure a sup- 
ply of these food essentials. 

All Have Same Value. 

Calf’s liver is of course, the most 
delicate in flavor, but since the 
recent promotion of liver for Amer- 
ica, it is also higher in cost. Beef 
liver or pork liver yield the very 
same food elements at considerable 
saving in eost and may be just as 
tasty by proper methods of hand- 
ling. A little lemon juice does won- 
ders for beef liver. Just squeeze 
a little over the raw meat and al- 
low to stand a half hour. 

General rules for cooking liver 
include the removal of skin and 
large veins, followed by careful 
cooking to prevent toughening. 
Many people like to dip liver quick- 
ly into boiling water to make the 
meat firm and easier to handle but 
this step is absolutely unimportant 
to the success of its cookery. 

Dip the liver in seasoned flour 
and pan broil quickly in a little 
bacon fat or lard. It takes only 
a few minutes to cook it through. 

Many Combinations. 

Although onions and bacon are 
the common food flavors associated 
with liver—there are many other 
thoroughly delightful combinations 
which are especially attractive to 
summer appetites. Tomato and 
onion make an excellent combina- 
tion flavor. Try cutting the liver 
in squares and placing it on long 
skewers with alternate pieces of 
bacon. Fry these brochettes just 
like you would any piece of liver 
and serve them on the skewers 
with grilled pineapple or grilled to- 
matoes. 

These large mild Spanish onions 
are particularly good when stuffed 
with mushrooms and _ chopped 
cooked liver and baked for a hot 
summer meaf. 

Mushrooms and Liver in Cream. 

Two cups mushrooms (caps and 
stems). 

Two and one-half cups diced 
cooked liver. 

One-half cup crumbs. 

Five tablespoons butter. 

Cream Sauce. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

Two and one-half tablespoons 
flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper, 

Dash paprika. 

Three-fourths 
milk. 

Three-fourths cup water. 

Wash and peel caps and stems of 
Cut in pieces. There 
should be two cups of mushrooms. 
Melt the butter in a frying pan; 
use 3 tablespoons of it to butter 
the crumbs. Add the mushrooms 
to the remaining butter in frying 
pan and saute for three or four 
minutes; then add the liver. Make 
a cream sauce and pour over the 
liver and mushrooms. Turn into 
a buttered casserole; cover with the 
buttered crumbs and bake in a 
slow oven 300 degrees F., for 30 
minutes. Serves six portions. 
Spanish Onions Stuffed With Liver. 

Eight Spanish onions. 

One and one-half pounds liver, 

One cup grated bread crumbs, 

One-half cup melted butter. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon pepper. 

One tablespoon parsley, chopped. 

One cup boiling water. 

One cup tomato sauce. 

Peel and parboil onions one-half 
hour. Cool; cut out a piece about 
two inches wide on the stem end, 
thus leaving a thin shell of onion. 
Trim, remove veins and chop liver. 
Add the crumbs, butter and season- 
ing. Fill onion cases. Give the 
mixture a dome shape above. Set 
the onions in a buttered casserole 
in the boiling water and bake in 
a 375 degree F. oven for about one- 
half hour, basting frequently with 
the liquid in the pan and then with 
two tablespoons of butter melted 
in a little water. When ready to 
serve pour the cup of tomato sauce 
around the onions. Serves seven to

COCONUT CUSTARD 


One-fourth cup sugar; one-eighth 


milk; one-half teaspoon 
one-half cup fresh coconut, dash 
of nutmeg if desired. 

Beat the eggs. Add the sugar, 
nutmeg, salt, milk and flavoring. 
Blend well. Pour the mixture into 
a pastry lined pan. Sprinkle the 
cocoanut over top. Place in a.very 
hot oven of 450 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 15 minutes, reduce heat to 
325 degrees Fahrenheit and con- 
tinue cooking until custard is set 
and crust is brown. When a knife 
is inserted and comes out clean, the 
custard is done. 

To Remove Fish Odor. 

A handful of salt in the dish- 
water will remove the odor of fish 
from pots, pans and hands.

Browned Pears.

Breakfast Fruit Platter 

Upon individual plates, previously 
chilled, arrange fruits which may 
be easily eaten with a fork, such as 
a slice of fresh pineapple or a 
peeled slice of melon, a small ba- 
nana dipped in lemon juice, sec- 
tions of skinned grape fruit and un- 
hulled strawberries, and a small 
mound of powdered sugar. 


Calves Liver With Sour Cream 

Wipe slices of calves liver which 
have been cut one-third inch thick. 
Dip each slice in flour mixed with 
salt, pepper and a little sugar. Fry 
in hot deep fat, drain, place on a 
heated platter nd pour over the 
following sauce. 


Hot Sour Cream Sauce 
Heat one cup of chicken or veal 
stock inthe double boiler. Add 
enough-roux made by blending ‘two 
tablespoons of butter with three ta- 


blespoons of flour and stirring until 
smooth. Let cook for 15 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. Gradually 
pour on one cup of heavy sour 
cream. Beat constantly and season 
with salt and pepper. 


Bacon Fritters 

Beat the yolks of two eggs light, 
add one.cup of water, one teaspoon 
of salt, one and a half tablespoons 
of melted butter and one cup of 
sifted flour. Beat well and place in 
refrigerator to chill. When ready to 
use fold in the beaten whites of two 
eggs. Dip slices of uncooked bacon 
into the batter and fry in sufficient 
heated fat to float the fritters. 


Grilled Ham With Barbecue 


Sauce 

Melt a little ham fat in the skillet 
and in its brown slices of cooked 
ham. Place the ham in a hot plat- 
ter and place in warming oven. To 
the fat in pan add one-half cup 
mild vinegar, four tablespoons of 
water, four tablespoons of brown 
sugar, one teaspoon of dry mustard, 
one teaspoon of paprika and a few 
grains of cayenne. Simmer the 
sauce, stirring constantly and 
strain over ham. Serve very hot. 


Blueberry Waffles 
Mix and sift two cups of flour, 
two teaspoons of baking powder 
and one-half teaspoon of salt. Beat 


the yolks of two eggs light, add 
one and a fourth cups of milk and 
three tablespoons each of butter 
and lard. Combine the dry and 
liquid ingredients and beat well. 
Lastly fold in the whites of two 
eggs beaten stiff. Add one cup of 
picked over blueberries and cook 
the waffles in the usual way. Serve 
with melted butter and heated 
syrup.

His name isn’t really Benny. At 
least his family name wasn’t that 
although papa Mayer Benny had 
shortened the title to that extent 
before Jack was born, over in 
Waukegan, Ill., on a certain Feb.

Except for a 
brief period in Chicago Jack was 
brought up in Waukegan, where he 
went through the grade and high 
schools.

Dear Mrs. Post: To settle a dis 
pute, will you please give your opin- 
ion about candles being placed on 
a dining room table for decoration 
either when the table is unset be- 
tween meals or during meal time if 
the daylight is too bright to make 
lighting them sensible? 

Answer: Candles really have no 
place on a dining table that is not 
set. They have no place on a lunch 
table unless needed because’ the 
room is dark. This does not mean 
that curtains should be drawn at 
midday in order to make the room 
dark enough for candles. On the 
other hand, even though (in June 
for example) the evening meal may 
be eaten in broad sunlight, candles 
(if necessary, unlighted) are abso- 
lutely proper. The reason for this 
is that candles do not belong on 
either a breakfast or a lunch table 
but they are part of the evening din- 
near or supper table equipment. 


Dear Mrs. Post: (1) Is a teaspoon 
the correct spoon to use for a fruit 
or a melon cocktail at the beginning 
of lunch?

But this does not justify the state- 
ment which the average young mar- 
ried woman might read that there 
are six chances in a thousand that 
when a baby is born, the mother 
will die. 

The average young American mar- 
ried woman takes that to mean that 
her chances, if she wants a baby, 
are six in a thousand. Which is 
nonsense, as applied to the average 
American woman in average modest 
economic circumgtances. 

Those statistics applied to all 
births under all sorts of living con- 
ditions, in’ the tenements, in the 
shanties by the river, abortions, al- 
ready infected, brought to the hos- 
pitals, self-induced attempts to get 
rid of the baby—all mixed in to- 
gether. 

Obviously, as I say, this does not 
apply to the average wholesome 
American home. In the hands of 
the modern physician in the United 
States, the prospective mother is as 
safe as anywhere in the world.

“What can you 
do?” is a question 
each of us is 
asked, and the 
answer marks a 
crisis in life. “I 
have done this, I 
can do that,” as- 
sert a right to 
live, to be re- 
spected and justly 
honored. A man 
ean fight for his

er. Without that feeling there is 
nothing to fight for and he is out. 

This is not an appeal for child 
iabor. There are enough grown 
men and women to do the factory 
work and the other jobs that make 
children old before they have tast- 
ed the flavor of their childhood. 
It is a plea for honorable and 
thorough work in learning the job 
that will in time to come warrant 
a child to take a man’s place in 
the world. Our children are for the 
most part being given a book edu- 
cation and nothing more. Many of 
them grow up without ever seeing 
a real piece of work as something 
for them to accomplish by their 
own exertions. 

Books are essential to educa- 
tion. So is work. Books bring 
ideas and their attendant emotions 
into consciousness. Once that 
happens the student should be per- 
mitted, directed, ordered, to do 
something about the idea, and the 
emotional feeling stirred in his 
mind. If that feeling is allowed to 
pass unmarked by any action there 
is a waste of potential power that 
is tragic. 
heeded day by day. 

What can students do? 
learn their trades, their passports 
to maturity, in whatever form their 
gifts and talents and handicaps 
allow. If schools were fitted as they 
ought to be, with rooms where all 
sorts of experiments could be 
carried out, where all sorts of in- 
formed teachers could meet inter- 
ested students and instruct them in 
the knowledge they needed at the 
moment, the potential energy of our 
youth could be saved by putting it 
to work. 

More of such possibilities than we 
dream of lie under our hands.
